AZTEC MINES REDISCOVERED. 


Important Find of an Exploring Expe- 


dition into Mexico. 


Tho discovery of William Niven, of 


Brooklyn, of important evidences of 
the past cmlization of the Aztecs and 
related tribes ha? been verified on the 
arrival of the explorer in the capital 
of Mexico. He found a number of 
irehistoric ruins and a sealed ossuary 
containing skeletons. 
He has inci- 


dentally found new silver mines and 
irornising placers, the latter perhaps 
a rediscovery of diggings from which 
the Aztecs drew their wealth. It 
iceds that only half which is on rec- 
ord of the Aztecs in Muntezuma's 
ime he true to indicate that gold was 
he commonest of their mctak. They 
lid not hold it in the value that Eu- 
ropeans gave to rt; and this fact cn- 
nbled Cortex and his followers to rob

before which they were compelled to 
bow and worship, and in the end the 
Spaniard possessed the land- 


In Peru and adjacent states similar 


dramas were enacted, and the white 
man gained his power by the copious 
shedding of blood. It is not improb- 
able that when the greed of the in- 
vaders for the yellow metal was dis- 
covered the Aztecs and other native 
tribes desisted from the mining of it, 
hoping by representations that the 
supply was exhausted to keep the 
troops, with their swords and thun- 
dering cannon, from any further ad- 
vance into their conn try. It does not 
take long in a tropical country for 
eroded banks to clothe themselves 
afresh in vegetation, hence in a few 
years the tokens of placer mining 
would have disappeared, and after 
the people had been driven to other 
parts of the country or had been occu- 
pied in the general defense, these beds 
of gold-bearing gravel would be for- 
gotten. Their discovery, if such it is, 
may prcne to be important.—not so 
much so as the Klondike, probably, 
for much has already been taken froia 
them, yet not insignficant, since mod- 
ern methods insure a larger return^ 
for labor than the old way, w hieh was' 
nothing but the picking of nuggets 
f i om the stream beds. AmericarTcap- 
ital will probably develop these mines 
and we may have a need of gold in the 
next few years.—Brooklyn Eagle.

turers ?ell to Chinese eompradores,

ship the crackers in bundles to ihe sea- 
coast, whc-re they are packed in boxes 
which cost about four taeb (-$2.50) 
per hundred, and hold 250,000 fire- 
crackers. 


Aside from the fact that all the 


material used is native, and produced 
where the crackers are manufactured, 
and that transportation does not en- 
ter into the cost, the wonderful cheap- 
ness of manufacture is accounted for 
by the kind of labor used and ihe 
wages paid. The items of cost of plant 
and TiTterest on {Tare eliminated by 
the fact that the crackers are rnade in 
the homes of the workmen and in the 
shops where they are sold. The hours 
of labor are from sis a. m. to 11 p. m. 
and there are seven working days in 
each week. Four-fifths of the crack- 
ers consumed in China are made by 
the families of those who sell them, 
these people, of course, receiving no 
wages. 
Of the paid work, a very 


large proportion is done by women 
and children who are paid by the 
piece. It is estimated that 30'women 
and ten men can make 100.000 crack- 
ers per day, for which work the wom- 
en will receive five cents each and the 
men about seven cents' each. An ap- 
prentice is bound for four years, and 
during that time receives only his 
board. At the end of that period he 
will receive, if lie is a fairly good work- 
man, 150 cash per day, or seven cents 
in United States money. An expert 
at the trade receives 200 cash per 
day, or ten cents gold. 
•'Workmen . at this trade receive 
about the average rate of wages paid 
.•here for common labor. The trade 
is considered unhealthy ancl danger- 
ops, ancl therefore not desirable.—

rope he was caref idly searched, and it 
was even proud that- he did not swal- 
low his diamonds before going ashore, 
but never was anything found except 
a few inferior stones, and these he did 
not attempt, to conceal. Traps were 
set to capture the wily culprit, but 
without avail. 


At last a detective' learned that,

Wlen he left the 
ship, he left the diamonds too in their 
place of concealment, and, of course, 
the detective never found any in his 
possessions.

return trip, would go on board, ac- 
companied by his confederate.
